SYNOPSIS OF RIDGETOP STAGE 


This stage will start with an easy rise in elevation for the first 1.5 miles before 
leveling off at 2000’ as it winds its way along the rigdetop, to a final 0.2 mile 
downhill to the finish off of the end of the ridge. The road is well established with 
minimal loose surface gravel. Numerous trail and 4x4 crossings exist, but the 
main route is fairly easy to follow. Exposures are minimal, but those noted 
should be heeded. This stage will be run in reverse at the end of the day, SS7, 
on the way back to Hillsboro for the night. 


Transit after SS1 is a 1500’ decent down off of the end of the ridgeline, down 
Hwy. 6 to milepost 12, and part way up a ridgecrossing forest road to ATC 2.

SYNOPSIS OF THIS AIN’T KANSAS STAGE 


This stage is the shortest of the rally, and it’s main road section is run in three 
variations as SS2, SS4, & SS6. SS2 starts with a 500’ elevation gain over the 
first mile on an established roadbed with sweeping turns. It reaches the ridgeline 
and continues its ascent another 700’ after 3.3 miles, before veering right for a 
twisty decent to the finish at 4.5 miles. Exposure hazards exist mainly on the 
final decent section. This section and finish control will be used again in SS4. 
The road surfaces are very consistant throughout. Again, the transit after the 
stage features a steep decent, down through hairpins off of the ridge, to the 
Trask River Basin area. Care should be taken not to cut corners and to stay on 
the road surface. Your cooperation is expected. 


Transit to ATC 3 features an optional fuel and tire stop for drivers to change and 
refuel thier cars from team supplies furnished to and delivered by organizers. 
One tire and 5 gals of fuel may be stored on the truck, which will be located in 
Trask River County Park.

SYNOPSIS OF EAST FORK CROSSOVER STAGE 


This stage is a familiar version of a stage used for the past two Oregon Trail 
SCCA ProRally events. It is the longest stage of the rally, and is run twice during 
the day (SS3 and SS5). A transit into Tillamook to the service park at the huge 
blimp hangar follows each running of this stage. 


The start is on a concrete bridge, and follows up stream for 4 miles. The road 
surface along this stretch, although on an established road bed, is in a bit of an 
“unkept’ state, with the occasional pothole and soft or slippery patches. Any 
loose surface gravel is very minimal. Ditch hooking is severely frowned upon 
through this section due to the closeness of the stream and minimal shoulder on 
stream side apexes. DO NOT CUT CORNERS. OBSTACLES WILL BE IN 
PLACE TO DETER VIOLATIONS. 


The route then steeply climbs in elevation, on a heavily rocked section for a mile 
before mellowing out onto more sure footed surface as you wind your way up the 
hillside through several hairpins to the summit at Toll Road. This site has been a 
popular spectator location in the past, but this year we have moved the 
spectators closer in from the forest entrance, and moved the competitors off of 
the spectator access road. 


Turning left at the Toll Rd intersection, cars will travel the ridgetop for 1.6 miles to 
an acute right at a crossroads in front of the spectators. Featuring a slight 
downhill approach, the corner has very little room for error, as the exit road offers 
minimal room on the outside. 


The last 6.5 mile section features continued easy climb through twists and turns 
on good road surfaces. Topping out at 2300 feet, the finish is then 1.2 miles of 
gradual decent to a finish at 2050 feet.

SYNOPSIS OF STRAY CAT STRUT STAGE 


This is a variation of SS2. Starting just off of Trask River Road at 275 feet in 
elevation, cars again climb to the through twists and turns, including an acute 
hairpin right, to the ridgetop road. As in SS2, cars run out the ridge road, before 
veering right, and decending to the finish control. 


Exposure hazards are minimal. The road bed is good, and loose rock is also 
minimal.

SYNOPSIS OF EAST FORK CROSSOVER STAGE II 


This stage is a repeat of SS3. It is the longest stage of the rally. A transit into 
Tillamook to the service park at the huge blimp hangar follows the running of this 
stage. After the service stop, teams will return to the Trask River area on the 
final leg back to Hillsboro for the night. Lights should be installed at that time. 


The start is on a concrete bridge, and follows up stream for 4 miles. The road 
surface along this stretch, although on an established road bed, is in a bit of an 
“unkept’ state, with the occasional pothole and soft or slippery patches. Any 
loose surface gravel is very minimal. Ditch hooking is severely frowned upon 
through this section due to the closeness of the stream and minimal shoulder on 
stream side apexes. DO NOT CUT CORNERS. OBSTACLES WILL BE IN 
PLACE TO DETER VIOLATIONS. 


The route then steeply climbs in elevation, on a heavily rocked section for a mile 
before mellowing out onto more sure footed surface as you wind your way up the 
hillside through several hairpins to the summit at Toll Road. This site has been a 
popular spectator location in the past, but this year we have moved the 
spectators closer in from the forest entrance, and moved the competitors off of 
the spectator access road. 


Turning left at the Toll Rd intersection, cars will travel the ridgetop for 1.6 miles to 
an acute right at a crossroads in front of the spectators. Featuring a slight 
downhill approach, the corner has very little room for error, as the exit road offers 
minimal room on the outside. 


The last 6.5 mile section features continued easy climb through twists and turns 
on good road surfaces. Topping out at 2300 feet, the finish is then 1.2 miles of

A fuel 
and tire stop with your crew is provided after the stage at the highway summit 
again, for the last transit back to Hillsboro.

SYNOPSIS OF LOUIE LOUIE STAGE 


This a variation of the stage route run last year at Oregon Trail. Will be run twice 
(SS8 & SS 11). Elevation at the start is 750 feet, and climbs to 2000 feet at the 
spectator site, almost 6 miles into the stage. Very recent installation of 
replacement culverts along this stretch has created a series of changed road 
surface patches. It is hard to say what their exact condition will be come rally 
day. | would expect softness, as not much rock has been added to the fill 
material in these patches. 


Road condition after the spectators remains solid. Exposures are rather 
consistant throughout. None too severe, but enough to ruin your day! This is a 
fast stage with good, flowing curves, unless noted in the instructions. 


Ditch hooking is a major concern with the forestry department, and precautions 
will be taken to prevent no shoulder apex damage from ditch hooking on down 
slope apexes. DO NOT CUT CORNERS ON DOWN SLOPE APEXES. 


The final section of this stage is a level run at about 1900 feet elevation following 
the contour along the side hill. The stop control is located at a major exposure. 
But you will not have time to take in the scenic vista for long. The transit to ATC 
9 is 6.3 miles on a stage locked forest road. Look at your time allowance and 
motor safely. Again, DO NOT CUT CORNERS ON DOWN SLOPE APEXES 
during this transit. Several references to narrowness and undercuts are in the 
instructions, and this area is prime fish spawning habitat. We do not wish to 
loose the opportunity to use these roads again.

SYNOPSIS OF SALMONBERRY STAGE 


Salmonberry stage will be run twice. It takes a route parallel to SS8 back to the 
same spectator location, before veering north to finish the 7.4 mile stage. Active 
tree falling in the past week has created a flexible roadside hazard over the first 
1.5 miles of the stage. Look for drivers bulletins at the stage start. 


Major feature of this stage is a 0.8 mile steep hill climb. This is a horsepower hill 
(get out and push the Geo over the top)! After following the ridgeline contour, 
cars will veer left downhill at the first spectator location. This downhill run is on 
new gravel and will be very squirrelly, through a few challenging corners as you 
approach the main spectator, ninety degree left. It’s a four road intersection, but 
rather deceptive. Study the tulip to understand the intersection. 


After the spectator corner the stage surface gets very soft and slippery in places 
due to recent log hauling. Some repair work has occurred, but the extent is 
unsure by rally day. Expect some sloppiness and potential harshness over the 
next 2 miles after the spectator corner. 

The stage finishes with a flurry of tight twisty corners to be aware of. Flying finish 
is then through a thicket of trees to a stop control at the main Salmonberry Road 
crossing. Extreme care should be taken in crossing this road after the stop 
control, as spectators are using Salmonberry Rd as access. Competitors are 
using Section 10 Rd to exit to the highway and on to the service park. 

Two service parks exist. You will be assigned to one of them. All cars travel the 
same route, passing each service park entrance. You only need to turn into your 
assigned service park location. You may continue on past the other service park. 


Transit to ATC 10 is 21 miles of all highway. Some incredible downhill hairpins 
for a mile and a 25 mph limit through town along Timber Road, but still 
reasonably quick.

SYNOPSIS OF CONTINENTAL DIVIDE STAGE 


$S10 is a new stage for this year. At 12.3 miles long it is the second longest 
stage in the rally, and features a full fledged run over the highest summit (2400’) 
in the rally, and down the other side. 


The start leads into a moderate climb rate for the first 3.4 miles on excellent road 
foundation. Exposure is occasionally encountered on the right. 


After cresting over the summit, the stage road runs for 3.5 miles along the 
contour of the ridgetop. Almost continueous exposure will exist on the left. This 
is very severe, especially since the roadbed changes conciderably from the 
starting surface. Rougher and greasy will call for extra concentration to keep the 
car on the road. 


The third section features a return to the better road surface and a ridgetop run 
that is without the previous severe exposure. Twists and turns, but with good 
“flow”. 


The last 2.5 miles are a steady downhill, ranging from steep into a hairpin left, to 
moderate angle ninety !eft into tight right. The finish is located at the bottom as 
the road levels out again. 


Transit to ATC 11 is via Cochran Road into the hamlet of Timber. Speeds must 
be observed along this very tempting mainline gravel road, as it passes several 
remote residences. The transit then returns you down Timber Road again, to 
return you for second runs of Louie Louie and Salmonberry stages.
